Young 
men wore obliged to serve their em- 
ployers until they were twenty-one 
years old. All they gel for their ,<er- 
vrbe was their board' ami clothing. 
Not. only were they not, paid wares. 
bul, in many cases, the masters would 
not take apprentices unlets they were 
paid in advance for doinj so. \',,w 
boys are paid wages I'oi their services. 
small of course, at Bret, for a green 
boy cannot do much at, lirsl, but.slil] 
they arc paid what I hey are worth, 

and if they are not satislied. or bear 
of a belter place ihev ran leave, which 

they could not do in lbs time of the 
apprentice system. 

Promptness is (if tbe utmost value 
in business. When a aMfl has any- 
thing to d<* be ought lo do it al the 
proper lime. 1 1, makes not the slight- 
est difference thai it may seem a inflc, 
for life is made up of trifles, which 
taken together make a sasl whole. 
Our night in a town iu the (father 
lands a boy in. herd % slight break m 
the dyk» Which kepi, out, the waters 
of the ocean. Il was so small I hat it 
could be covered by (he hand, hut 
there was danger, that if il was neg 
Irclcd il would enlarge and soon the 
waters would be beyond control. The 
boy was alone nol a single person in 
night, — and before he could summon 
help it might be loo lale. So he 
promptly put bis list in the hole, and 
kept il, there until help arrived and 80 
saved the town. llr did nol wail, to 
consider whether it was his business 
"I- nol, bul promptly made it bis 
business. [t is often Very dangerous 
t.o put off till to-morrow what ought 
lo be done lo-day.

An employer who sees one of his 
men prompt and willing to oblige, is 
very apt to raise Ins wages on that 
account, whereas if the man is la/v 
and always grumbling he is in 
danger of being " bounced." Vrhea 
in employer pay wages, he buys Ilia 
men's tune and has a perfect right to 
use it as he pleases. 1 mean if the 
men work in a shoe factory, for ex- 
ample, tbe employer has the right, un- 
less it is staled differently in the con 

trad at the start, te pui the men to 

work at any part of shoeinaking be 
pleases, ami they have no right lo 
grumble. If they intend to stick lo 
a particular branch, they ought to say 
so a I t be start. 

A great deal of business is carried on 
on credit. Kvery our almost al times 
is rather hard np, and is obliged to 

borrow, They ought to pay their 
debts promptly at I he time appointed. 

It makes no dilTrrcucc that ihr credi 
lor can afford In wail. They ought to 
deny themselves all u.-eless luxuries un 
id their debts are paid, for the money 

they spend is not theirs but their 

creditors', and no one has a right to 
spend auot her's money wii bout bis 
nt. 
It is very silly to expect another 
man I,, favor you in a business trans 
action, because he is your friend. 
Kusiness is business; friendship is 
friendship; and iheyareno morealike 
I ban the poles of ,{ magnet. One of 
tbe most benevolent men of mv ac 
qaaintanoa is very sharp in business 
and rightly so. for if be was not sharp 
be would have no money for lift chari- 
ties. In spile, however, of Ins sharp 
ness he is occasionally taken in, but 
he will not use the law in his defence, 
though told in one case of downright 
swindling, t hat if he did not. have 
S mdlrr arrested, he would en- 
roui.-igr olhers to do likewise and so 
endanger tbe framework of society.

There are many 
ileul mules all over the land who would 
be a credit lo the college, but who never 
come here ; there are a few who come 
here, who had better not, do so. The 
advice of Superintendents and teachers 
should be given careful c insideration 
in deciding whether or not to go to 
college', for it is often the most sari 
oiiitie that are the least eoiii|ielenl, 
whereas otherH, more able, tlhdeieMi 
mate then? rtbillti'-H, and shrink from 

running the risk of faiinre in t 
amination. The College is no place 
for loafers, and those who come here 
should make tip their minds that Ihey 
are to work ; but, any one with a fail- 
intelligence and a careful preparation 
ill the studies required for admission, 
can PASS the entrance < x animation, and 
once in he can get along with a c 
able amount of work ; for. nothing 
unreasonable is required. Those who 
fail bathe entrance exitminal ion Sail 
complete theft preparation in tin Ken 
dall School, but we would not advise 
anv to soma lo-re with Mich a purpose 
iu view. If they find that they would 
likely bo unable to pass t he exaiuina 
lion, they should remain at tbeirsoBOOl 
another yeat , or till sufficiently pre- 
pared. Of dOurse, those from states 
that do not allow HufliciOht time for 
preparation, would be welcome to the 
Kendall School; but, those Able to 
make sufficient preparation at home 
should consider it unworthy 10 enter 
anything below the introductory clMv*. 
At present the Kendall School is well 
tiller), and any addition from outside 
states won'.d seriously test its capaci< 
ty. Specimen question of entrance 
examination and other information 
can be had by addressing Pn 
Cullaudet.

DnAK Journal: — I beg space in 
your oolamns for the explanation 
desired by " Xenophou " in his criti- 
cism of my last letter, in the first 
paragraph of which, by the way, I 
wrote impolitic instead of impolite as 
it reads. 

** Hearing teachers are necessary in 
many ways, where a deaf man would 
he useless." If you knew anything of 
the business, Mr. Xenophon, you 
would not call that a viigne remark. 

There are characteristics peculiarly 
common among tho deaf, that usually 
pass unnoticed by the average deaf 
lonelier, such as shuffling and drag 
ging of the feet; a noisy mode of 
handling chain, books, slates, etc., 
making gutters] noises while signing, 
and slamming of doors. These, the 
hearing teacher is in a position to 
oorreot, and modify, having more in- 
lliu nee, as a toucher, than others 
have 

Hearing teachers stand in the dual 
relation of interpreters for and to the 
deaf, as at lectures, and during ad- 
dresses, etc. 

I'liey are necessary by reason of 
ssing, generally, a larger acquain- 
tance with men ami things, with the 
em rent events, the daily happenings 
and sayings that a deaf man would 
not gather up. 

They are a necessity to the greater 
« rti'.'l ivcrteas of our combined system 
of instruction. They can and do 
assist and correct the speech of their 
semi mute pupils, and encourage those 
of I heir classes who are learning to 

articulate, thus supplementing the 

lat>ors of the " Oral " teacher. They 
keep the work moving aud prevent a 
lapse on the part of these pupils 
which is certain to occur where but 
a hi, If hour, or an hour a day is de- 
voted to this branch of instruction. 
Children, thus aided and encouraged, 
more ollen preserve and use their 
aeipiired faculty alter leaving school 
than those who are not. 

The hearing teacher's acquaintance 
with the world is broader, and hence 
their views are more liberal than 
those of tlm average deaf teacher. 
They possoss-ilt knowlodg i the idioms 
of the language which hardly one in 

ten of the deaf is able to grasp and 

elucidate. 

They move freely and easily in so- 
ciety, disseminating correct informa- 
tion regarding the deaf and dumb in a 
more effective manner tlmn the deaf- 
niute oan, and enlarge the circle of in 
nl and rightly informed friend* 
of the sell, ml in their neighborhood. 
From a principal's view, they form a 
body favorable to a stricter enforce- 
ment of discipline than their deaf 
e, inheres. 

These are a few examples of the 
" w lys" in which the bearing teacher 
fills the requisition as to his or her 
necessity to the profession. I have 
in inv friends among deaf teachers, and 
I do not behove they will deny the 
fttOtS 1 have endeavored to point out 
under his head. They are uot so 
illiberal. 

In expressing the opinion that a de- 
eroiiso in salaries ^Lonld probably fol- 
low an increase in Hie number of hear 
ing teachers employed, 1 spoke sub- 
jectively to the " Law of Demand and 
Supply.'' It holds good, until time 
shall prove the opinion a mistaken 
one. and the circumstance an exception 
to that law. It is purely a " matter of 
opinion," pro aud con. 

I do mean the " early training in 
life" to refer to the litis in the institu- 
tion (lint at /ionic alto, and that, too, is 
a good and tenable proposition. 

To explain the " absence'' of Philan- 
thropy from the heating teacher's 
qualifications would be to write a nicta- 

il essay which it is doubtful you 
could understand, whoever might 
write it I did not say thai the quali- 
ty was ahsdit, but that trie poa 
it to the degree that (Jallaudol and 
others did, and gave thut aB a reason 
why many of them will not serve for a 
low salary merely out of love for the 
work, mid the future reward and hon- 
or of s benefactor of mankind. 

In regard lo I he deaf, J gave what 
is a reasonable excuse for its marked 

The paragraph relnt 
the preceding seel ion of my letter, and 
if you were anything of a well-read 
person you would comprehend it. 

" Whore reason and common siui.se 
rule t In- thinking teacher's delibera 
lions," he will see that so long as he 
cannot make his product brings the 
market value ol his rival's, it is un- 
wise, impolitic and useless to raise a 
' cry about it. Tho discontent 
again nny be w idespiend. but it is 
not active and disposed to be ag 
sive as might be assumed from the 
tenor ol recent lellers upon the sub- 
ject. \\'i re It so, ll WOHid do harm to 
the deaf branch of tho profession, for 
the average Hoards of Trustees are 
no more patient with (he deaf mem 
hers of the r corps of instructors than 
many other employers who know and 
we can o,,| plenty oi others to 
till your places" which, by the w 
the priUM cause of the formation of 

" Unions,'' " Leagues" and " Brother- 

hood-" among the wot king-meu. 

■• All prevailing jealousy" has uo 

thing to do with the " salary question" 
as advanced in my letter, which any 
sensible reader call see. It concerns 
the bearing of the deaf toward ocean 
other, lis mentioned in the preceding 
sentence. It is part and parcel with 

iiinish spirit that deafnmt, 
prone to indulge. I neither think nor 
say that nil indulge il, for that would 
be unjust, but in almost all institutions 
its iiitlnenoo is felt, as well as among 
the deal at largo.

A sensible reader will see at once 
that the quoted soliloquy does not, 
and is not intended to apply to the 
action of the deaf members (or hearing 
either) of the profession, which, lor 
the sake of its own credit, I hope, 
does not include such an obtuse indi- 
vidual as you appear to be among its 
numbers. 

You must be happy in the posses 
sion of a mind so easily cleared of its 
doubts. I rather fancy, though, after 
this specimen of the mode, by which 
you arrive at, conclusions, that your 
opinion as to a person's claims to 
gentleraanhood will not amount to 
much, if it possess any weight at all. 

The hearing " have and to spare" 
of almost everything that constitutes 
comfort aud happiness, and the oppor 
tuniiies to acquire it in countless ways 
closed to the deaf. They can afford 
to be more generous with service and 
means. They can do and give with 
out expecting a return aud with less 
thought of self in the performance, or 
SB to what it will cost. Yet aelfish- 
ue.ss, self-interest, is present in a ear 
tain proportion. 

Tho deaf cannot do so, for the most 
pail, owing to the reasons given. The 
labor required to get what he does 
fosters the spirit of " Get what you 
can and keep what you get'' to a 
greater degree, in proportion to 
numbers, than among the hearing. 
As I said, the practice of " Quid pro 
Quo" differs, but in degree, for if is 
followed by both classes. 

I shouldn't wonder if my remark 
that " the increased salaries of tho best 
men take thorn by surprise," did run 
contrary to your opinion. I believe I 
wrote in that sentence," and that » it, 

that' the increased," etc. Yes, the 
sentence is carelessly constructed, and 
I must thank you for anellnstration of 
a remark in the first paragraph of my 
letter, ('my letter' always referring lo 
the one criticised ? by you). It says 
" It. lets one see how he looks in print," 
and I appreciate it.
